THE DECLINE IN HEAVY CHEM- 
ICALS. 

The decline in the prices of heavy 
chemicals since the opening of the year 
has been entirely contrary to any ex- 
pectations that were entertained up to 
that time, and to any conditions of trade 
that were then apparent, though in the 
light of subsequent events it would 
seem that what has occurred since Jan- 
uary Ist, might have been foreseen at 
that time. It is now very evident that 
in chemicals, as in many other commo- 
dities, while there wasa good founda- 
tion for the ‘boom’ during the later 
months of 1879, there was no good rea- 
son for the wild excitement which ex- 
isted, and the consequent expansion of 
productive facilities, heavy purchases by 
all classes of buyers in advance of their 
actual wants, and irrational advance in 
values.Neither of the two conditions last 
named could exist without bringing 
about all of the other conditions. The 
general revival of trade here led thecon- 
sumers of chemicals, as of many other 
crude materials, to purchase very large- 
ly in advance of their wants,and created 
an activity in the importations to 
America which induced manufacturers 
on the other side to expand the produc- 
tive facilities of their factories to the 
utmost limit. With this excessive sup- 
ply pouring upon the market it required 
but very little time, after consumers 
had hecome well stocked up, to create 
a largesurplus at all points. Much 
of this surplus came tothis country, 
and there has been a large accumula. 
tion in first hands here, at the same 
time that the maunfacturers have them- 
selves been feeling the weight of the sur- 
plus remaining at home. ‘The past few 
moths has shown howentirely they were 
dependent upon the American markets 
for an outlet for their goods. There 
was a slight revival felt in the demand 
from other countries last year, but it 
proved even more transitory than the 
American demand, the falling off in 
which has so effectually depressed the 
producing markets Itis apparent from 
the statistics that the depression here is 
due to the exceedingly slack trade, 
rather than to any abnormal importa- 
tion since January Ist this year. The 
consumptive demand for the first quar- 
ter of the present year was very largely 
provided for by the excessive imports 
during the later months of 1879, and 
much of the stock arriving thus far in 
1880 has represented a surplus, though 





in quantity it has not been 
greater thau was received during 
a like period ia _ previous years, 
as the annexed table will show:

These facts, however, go to prove what 
we stated in an article upon this sub- 
ject in January, that the value of ch: m- 
icals is entirely independent of the cost 
of their manufacture, ad is governed 
solely by the relations of supply and de- 
mand.

THE FBAUDULENT PACKING OF 
SPONGES. 


Our recent article exposing the frauds 


which are practiced in the packing of 
Florida ‘‘sheeps’ wool” sponges has 
created no little stir both among the 
wholesale sponge houses here and among 
the retail buyers. Many of those who 
unhesitatingly frown down the ‘‘sand- 
ing” of these sponges as a new form of 
fraud for which no excuse or reason can 
be pleaded, take exceptions to our clas- 
sifying the liming of sponges in the 
bleaching process asa fraud, averring 
that it has become so thoroughly a cus- 
tom of the trade as to be understood by 
buyers and consumers, and, therefore, 
to be exempt from being fairly consid- 
ered an illegitimate practice. We des 
cline to view the case in that light. In 
bleaching a sponge by the use of lime it 
may be impossible to remove the 
bleaching agent entirely from the 


cells, and if tbere were any as- 
surance that the quantity remain- 
ing was ovly the little that could 


not be removed, there would be no 
charge of fraud. Under such cireum- 
stances every purchaser of bleached 
sponges would understand that he was 
bnying so much lime and no more. But 
the fuct that a little lime is unavoidably 
left in, by no means justifies the whole- 
sale addition of lime for the sole pur- 
pose of increasing weight, as is done by 
some of the sponge houses. There is 
as much variation in the quantity of 
lime in bleached sponges, as there is in 
the number of cells in a sponge, and 
what may not be an especially harmful 
pzactice in honest hands, affords a most 
dangerous opportunity for dishonest 
bleachers to heavily weight their goods. 
Such an opportunity should not exist, 
and there is not an honest house in the 
trade but what would gladly see the cus- 
tom done away with atonce. This will 
never be accomplished, however, until 
buyers take the initiative by refusing to 
purchase bleached sponges containing 
any lime, and requiring the puck 

er’s guarantee of purity. The same 


means will be necessary to stop, 
at once, the sanding of sponges. 


We have reason to believe that that un-- 
mitigated fraud has already received a 
check in the articles we bave published 
exposing it, but we caution our readers 
to guard curefully against deception of 
that sort, and to require a written guar- 
antee with every bale of sponge they 
purchase that it is free from sand. Our 
eourse in this matter has been warmly 
applauded by the buyers of sponges, 
and we have recieved several letters en- 
dorsing the position we have taken. 
The following, from a leading drug 
house at St. Paul, Minn., brings up the 
question of sand in foreign sponges: 

“Your report on the sponge fraud is cor- 
rect. We have just received from a New 
York sponge house ouly 3 lbs. fine Levant 
toilet and 3 Ibs. small toilet sponges, the 
former at $5, the latter at $3.50 per pound. 
Now, we got good weight—in all 31¢ lbs. 
quicksand and 3]bs. sponge. We informed 
them that we hold the goods subject to their 
order, and we stated to them that we 
should caution others.” 


Now wha! could be more senseless than 
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our correspondents? On an _ order 
for 6 Ibs. of sponge, costing 
$25.50, there were delivered 34 Ibs. 
of sand and 3 lbs. of sponge, making 
the latter cost an average of $8.50" 
pound, instead of $4.25, as per invoices, 
It is a well known fact that the foreign 
sponges are always sanded. In the pro- 
cess of freeing them from the gelatinous 
slime in which they are enveloped when 
first brought from the water, they are 
buried in the sand, some of which may 
necessarily remain in them. Still, no 
one will pretend to say that 100 
per cent of sand remains of ne- 
cessity, and any apparent quantity 
may be set down as aclearand premedi- 
tated attempt at fraud. This is, of 
course, practiced abroad, and is not so 
easily corrected as the sanding of Flor- 
ida sponges may be. Still, if buyers 
strike against the excessive sanding of 
these goods, the importers in turn will 
be compelled to reject such goods as do 
not come to the required standard of 
purity for the American market, and 
the evil will, in time, be remedied. The 
action of the firm whose letter we have 
published was an entirely jnstifiable and 
praiseworthy one, and if their example 
be followed by buyers generally, what is 
vow a crying evil in the trade will soon 
be corrected.

THE POSITION OF SUGAR OF LEAD. 

The causes that have led to the 
present position of white sugar of lead 
may be traced, first to the decreased 
consumption, second, to an over-pro- 
duction, and, third, to competition be- 
tween the manufacturers About the 
beginning of 1879 one of the largest 
manufacturing concerns got into diffi- 
culty through the mismanagement of 
one of its members, and in order to 
meet its obligations was obliged to 
“slaughter” its stock. From that date 
the market declined. Goods were offered 
through brokers. from all points, at 
what were then exceedingly low prices, 
and the appearance of a new competitor 
in the field, who by means of facilities 
which the other manufacturers did not 
enjoy, led to further ‘cuttings,’ 
and the market rapidly declined. 
Previous to this time there had been no 
difficulty in obtaining a uniform and 
paying rate, 19c being the lowest price 
that was then accepted. Speculators, 
who deemed the article a good invest- 
ment, and dealers who previously had 
kept only a sufficient supply to fill the 
wants of their customers, began to lay 
in large stccks Inthe meantime the 
price had fallen to 14c, and the print 
works, the largest consumers, having 
turned their attention to the manufac. 
turing of dark goods, were using very 
little white sugar of lead. Crude ma- 
terials were advancing and manufac- 
turers were beginning tod feel the 
need of better prices for their product. 
About the middle of November, 1879, 
an effort was made by the manufactur- 
ers to form a combination, and although 
this was not wholly successful, some 
sort of an agreement wasentered into 
whereby the price was to be advanced 
toa paying figure. But now the evil 
effects of the cutting of prices b gan 
to be felt, and whenever an att mpt 
was made to force the price up a}ove 
14c, the speculative holders came it: and 
by offering freely, caused a speedy de- 
cline to the old level, and at last it was 
difficult to get 14c except in rarec ses. 
Before the close of the year the m: rket 
fellto 13c,and from there to 12 ¢e, 
and some sales were made at 12c, 
and it is thought even lower. J.at- 
terly there have been indications of 
an improvement, and the market has 
advanced from the extremely low figure, 
hut still the price is below a paying 
level Hopes, however, are entertained 
of a speedy improvement, and it is 
thought that within a week or two the

THE VARIED USES OF PARAFFINE. 
Of all products of petroleum, paraf- 


fine finds the greatest diversity of uses. 


Its chief consumption is in the manu- 
facture of candles, in which it has 
largely supplanted the more expensive 
spermacetti and other waxes, and the 


less desirable tallow. Besides its illum- 


nating qualities, however, it possesses 
properties which render it capable of 


very numerous and important applica- 
tions in the artsand industries, The 


absolute cleanliness of paraffine, com- 


bined with its almost antiseptic prop- 
erties, its white color, freedom from 
taste or odor, and the ease with 
which it can be manipulated at 
proper temperatures, have formed a 
product which, varied as are_ its 
present employments, is pretty cer- 
tain to enter a much wider field as the 
economy of its use is better under- 
stood. An exchange, remarking upon 
its impervious qualities, says that for 
waterproofing fabrics for wearing 
apparel, military equipment, and the 
like, it is much} better than rubber, 
since it is odorless, and does not become 
sticky with heat. Among the most 
gratefully acknowledged of the many 
gifts sent out to Livingstone in the 
wilds of Africa were boots and blankets 
thus prepared, the one enabling him to 
travel through mud, the other to sleep 
in it with comparative comfort. For 
the waterproofing of tent cloths, ground 
sheets for soldiers, and other articles of 
the sort, it has been found equally 
serviceable. It isa notable fact, how- 
ever, that this application of paraffine 
has never been so successfully accom- 
plished in this country as it is abroad— 
a fact which recently led a well-known 
showman to offera very large reward 
for an American process {which would 
enable him to have his canvas water. 
proofed here instead of having to send 
abroad. A more generally useful appli- 
cation of parafiine is for lining of casks 
and other wooden vessels to keep them 
sweet, and to prevent either the absorp- 
tion of their contents by the wood or 
their escape through thepores. It keeps 
them from becoming musty and foul, 
and it prevents the escape of the life of 
the liquor, carbonic acid gas. Being in- 
different to most chemicals, paraffine 
serves the same purpose equally well in 
the laboratory of the chemist and the 
chemical manufacturer. In the mauu- 
facture of gun cotton, for example, 
wooden tanks have been used for hold- 
ing the mixture of concentrated sul- 
phuric and nitric acids employed in that 
process, the protection of the wood be- 
ing complete ‘and lasting. Wooden 
boxes, protected in the same way, have 
been similarly employed in the construc- 
tion of voitaic batteries. As a non- 
conductor of electricity, paraffine is 
further useful as an insulator, for which 
it is now extensively employed in elec- 
tric telegraphy; also in connection with 
batteries for medicinal use, especially as 
an acid proof coating to insulated con- 
ducting wires. In surgery it has been 
found an excellent material for covering 
the splints in cases of fracture. 

A more homely use of paraffine en- 
ables every unfortunate wearer cf false 
teeth to do his own repairing, in a mea- 
sure, for it is stated that plates which 
have become loose-fitting owing to ab- 
sorption of the gums, can easily be rem- 
edied by dropping upon the plate a little 
melted paraffine, from a lighted candle 
or otherwise, replacing the plate while 
the paraffine is yet warm. Being clean, 
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tasteless, plastic at a low temperature, 
and unaffected by saliva, this substance 
will be found much superior to wax or 
any other material, a few drops rightly 
placed making a perfect fit with a plate 
otherwise unwearable. 

In the laundry paraffine rubbed on the 
hot flat iron imparts a beautiful gloss to 
starched goods, greatly lightens the la- 
bor of ironing, and leaves no greasy 
stain. For this use it is much superior 
to spermacetti. 
now prepared with parafiine in place of 
the sulphur formerly employed; it burns 
without odor, and goes out instantly, 
greatly reducing the dangers of acciden- 
tal fires. Dissolved in naphtha, paraffine 
has been applied with excellent effect 
to decaying brick or stone, and putting 
a stop to the destructive action of the 
weather. Fine woodwork exposel to 
the elements might be protected in the 
same way. Heated with sulphur toa 
moderate high temperature, paraffine is 
decomposed with the evolution of abun- 
dance of sulphuretted hydrogen. 
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NITRATE OF SODA. 

With the decline in the quality of 
guano, the use of nitrate of soda has 
grown in consequence of its superior ni- 
trogenous matter for plant food. An 
example showing its value asa fertilizer 
is from an undoubted authority, as fol- 
lows. ‘‘In several experiments it has 
been found that one hundred weight 
per acre has produced an increase of 
twelve. bushels in the wheat crop, and 
of four or five sacks in the oat crop.” 

Since 1876 the farmers of Europe, 
chiefly England, Germany and France, 
have taken a yearly average of over 
800,000 bags. The total consumption of 
the world in 1879 for all uses was 2,142,- 
600 bags The stocks in all ports Jan. 
Ist, 1879, were 1,001,147 bgs. The ex- 
ports from South America in 1879 were 
1,150,000 bags, against 2,340,767 bags in 
1878. The stocks in all ports Jan. Ist, 
1880, were 618,559 bgs. The chief effect 
of the war between Chili and Peru upon 
the article in dispute has been to deve- 
lope tke Chilian product. The exports 
so far this year, including Antofagasta, 
indicate a total for the year of 
about 800,000 bags. There are 150,- 
000 bags, mostly Jow grade, in 
the V'arapaca district of Peru, which 
may be exported under a forcible seiz- 
ure from Chili, and the possible exports 
from South America in 1880 would be 
950,000 bags. The development of the 
Chilian mines has led to material im- 
provement in the quality of the nitrate 
from that source, which now compares 
favorably with the Peruvian product. 
The most discriminating consumers of 
nitrate are the acid manufacturers, 
who are, as well, the largest users of 
this chemical. The most important 
qualification to them is the absence of 
chloride of sodium (common salt), and 
the smallness of the percentage of 
this element is considered even before 
an excess of pure nitrate in a sample. 
That is to say, ninety-five per cent. of 
nitrate, with one-half of one per cent. 
of salt, the remainder of moisture and 
other natural elements, would be re- 
garded as more valuable for acid mak- 
ing than a sample showing ninety-six 
per cent. of nitrate and nine-tenths 


of one per cent salt. The use 
of nitrate for agricultural pur- 
poses is not increasing in this 


country. Indeed, the present high price 
of the article rather forbids its use for 
this purpose. Stillits great valueasa 
fertilizer is shown by the statements 
made above, and only its cost will pre. 
vent its being more largely used in this 
country on lands requiring artificial 
fertilizing

Sago. 

Sago is a peculiar kind of starch which 
is obtained from the medulla or pith of the 
species Sagus and of allied palms. The 
sago of commerce is most abundantly ob- 
tained from metroxylon sago, but also to 
some extent frem M. Rumphiiand from 
Arenga Saccharifara. The latter species of 
palm grows in the Sunda, Malacca and 
Philipine Archipelago, whence it has spread 
throughout the whole of tropical Asia. It 
is now extensively cultivated in Malacca, 
Siam, and Cochin-China. It is found in 
the hills of Java 1800 feet above the level 
of the sea. As its name suggests it is the 
source of the palm sugar. When the trees 
are exhausted of the saccharine juice a good 
quality of sago is obtained from the inter- 
ior of the stems. A single tree will yield 
from 150 to 200 pounds of the starch, and 
itis said that some species (sagus laevis 
and sagus gemina) yield from 500 to 600 
pounds of sago meal. It is prepared in the 
form of raw sago meal, sago flour, and 
granulated sago. The first is procured in 
the Malaccas as follows. Just before the 
appearance of the flower bud, when the 
farina or starch is most abundant, the tree 
is felled and cut into lengths of 6 or 8 feet. 
These pieces are splitin the middle and 
the pith taken out except a small portion in 
each end, soas toforma sort of trough. 
Into this improvised trough the pith mixed 
with water is put, and beaten with wooden 
mallets or clubs until the woody fibres are 
separated and float on the water. 

The meal separates, and after several 
washings in water, it may be moulded into 
cakes and dried, after which it is sold to 
the natives, for food. For export it is put 
into baskets of the palm leaves, and if it is 
intended to be kept for any length of time 
these baskets are sunk under fresh water, 
in which it is protected from the air and 
prevented from souriug. Granulated sago 
is usually prepared by making a paste of 
the sago flour with water and rubbing it 
through suitable sieves, from which the 
grains are usually received upon a heated 
iron surface. Two forms of granulated 
sago are formed, which are known as com- 
mon brown or Borneo sago and pear! sago. 
The former occurs in irregularly rounded 
grains, varying in size from that of a pin’s 
head to a small pea. It is white on one 
side and brown on the other. Pearl Bago 
consists of small grains the size of a pin’s 

head, and are nearly uniform in shape, 





































and sometimes pinkish white. A fictitious 
sago, prepared from potato starch, is largely 
sold in Germany and France, and to some 
extent in this country. Itis said that the 
only way in which it can be distinguished 
from the genuine is by microscopic exami- 
nation. The ayerage yearly importation 
of the genuine sago into England exceeds 
4000 tons, The amount consumed in that 
country is probably not a large percentage 
of this quantity, as a great deal is exported 
from there to other parts of the world. 
Most of that received by England comes 
from Singapore. The United States con- 


sume over 1000 tons annually.

Superphosphates, 

So much attention has of late years 
been directed to fertilizers and phos- 
phates by suits for maintaining nuis- 
ances, at the instance of Boards of 
Health and afflicted communities, 
that a few answers to the commoner 
questions in relation to them may be 
of general interest. For, notwith- 
standing the extravagant complaints 
of those most interested in suppress- 
ing these industries in various por- 
tions of this and neighboring cities 
which would lead one to suppose that 
everybody was being worried and 
poisoned by pestilential stenches, it 
is still true that only a comparatively 
small portion of the people have ever 
seen a phosphate works, or any of its 
products, or noticed its odor. ‘The 
several factories in and round New 
York where artificial fertilizers are 
made, must have a capacity of not 
less than 1,000 tons per day, and the 
trade constantly extends and in- 
creases. 

Nearly all the phosphorus that en- 
ters into these products is obtained 
from bones. These are obtained in 
great quantities from the plains of 








North and South America, from 
slaughtering, and from the _ im- 
mense deposits of fossil bones 
which cover a_ large area in 


South Carolina, and are found also 
in many minor deposits. ‘There 
is hardly any feature of geologic study 
so marvelous and interesting as these 
fossil deposits, which are mostly the 
remains of those immense animals and 
reptiles of prehistoric periods; But 
most interesting to the manufacturer 
is the fact that despite the effects of 
time and the elements, which leave 
them disfigured, they still contain the 
phosphoric acid of their original com- 
position, which makes these deposits 
a mine of wealth to agriculture. 

The composition of phosphate of 
lime as found in bones (bone phos- 
phate) is three equivalents of lime, 
and one of phosphorus associated 
with four of oxygen; in chemical no- 
menclature Ca P04, The phosphorus 
is ths active principle of fertility in 
bones, and with ammonia constitutes 
the fertilizing quality of all manures. 
The other elements which are known 
to aid plant growth, such as soda, 
potash, lime, etc , are usually sc com- 
mon in soils and required to such lim- 
ited extent that they are made no ac- 
count of in general trade, where the 
per centage of available phosphoric 
acid and ammonia are the basis of 
valuation. Thus a rich fertilizer sold 
in this market as ‘‘a 3 and 10,” is 
known by chemical analysis to con- 
tain three per cent of ammcnia and 
ten per cent of phosphorus and oxy- 
gen or phosphoric acid. 

The fertilizing principles of bone 
are only given up slowly as the bone 
dissolves and disappears in the soil, so 
that a large amount of ground bone 
is necessary to make its presence felt 
from year to year by the growing 
crops. The idea of the manufacture 
of phospbates was originally to over- 
come this difficulty by presenting the 
elements to the soil in a soluble form 
which would make bones as active in 


their enriching influence as stable ma- 
nures, or night soil. Plants only ob- 


tain the elements their growth re- 
quires by contact with air and mois- 
ture, and so by causing bones to dis- 
solve in water they are presented at 
once to the roots of the plant, so that 
their phosphorus can be absorbed 
This is done in practice by mixing the 
bone finely ground with sulphuric 
acid (oil vitriol and water) in such pro- 
portions that one equivalent or one 
third of the lime combines with the 
acid to form sulphate of lime. or plas- 
ter, and the remaing di-phosphate of 
lime is soluble in water, constituting 
the “soluble phosphate” or super- 
phosphate” of trade. This reaction is 
shown in chemical figures more con- 
cisely.

This simple statement explains only 
the original basis or early history of 
this great and growing‘industry which 
now seeks for the available elements 
of almost every waste product. 

Thus the refuse of the bone black,used 
around New York insuch immense 
quantities for refining sugar, makes a 
ready supply and economises the 
bones from meat markets slaughter 
and packing houses. ‘These are first 
collected by the bone black makers 
who burnthem in kilnsor retorts, 
condensing the ammonia that escapes 
from them, and then grind them in 
mills for the sugar houses. ‘This is the 
ost desirable form in which bone phos- 
phate can be obtained. It is so readi- 
ly acted upon by acids. and is so fine 
that it isall made soluble. Yet this 
great supply is less by far than the 
demands of trade, and has to be sup- 
plemented even in this vicinity by the 
fossil bones, or guanos of the islands, 
and the waste bone and fibrous mat- 
ters obtained from the great pork 
packing centres of the West. 

The source of ammonia mostly re- 
lied upon here is the waste scrap from 
the presses of the fish oil factories, so 
numerous upon the shores of Con- 
necticut, Long Island and New Jersey. 
The Seshy matter of the menbaden or 
mossbunker used in these factories is 
a very rich source of ammonia, of 
which it coutains from 7to 18 per 
cent, according to the drynesss of the 
material, and is so abundant as to 
supply domestic wants and export 
trade with England. These fish niake 
asupply apparently more abundant 
and inexhaustable thau the bone de- 
posits mentioned above,and it is found 
that the annual supply is not diminish- 
by the fisheries. Some of the best 
fertilizers in the market rely entirely 
upon this material for their ammonia 
and often contain nearly fifty per 
cent of this scrap. 

The sources of phosphoric acid often 
supply a small per centage of ammo- 
nia, either as carbonates, sulphates or 
nitrates. These deposits ure called 
guanos, and as they often contain a 
large per centage of phosphoric acid, 
associated with sand, earthy salts and 
ammonia in a soft earthy state. they 
have long been used for direct appli- 
cation as fertilizers; but as bone black. 
‘‘tankings,” bones, ete., become more 
costiy. they are used extensively as a 
source of phosphorie acid in manufac- 
tured phosphates, They usually con- 
tain only the bone phosphate of lime, 
which is rendered soluble by treat- 
ment with acid. These guanos are 
usually found in islands or upon the 
coast, where they have been formed 
by the excrements of sea birds having 
accumulated through many ages. The 
famous Peruvian guanois an accumu- 
lation of this sort in vast deposits 
owned and worked by the Peruvian 
government, whose agents in New 
York adapt the importation to the 
standard of this country, by mixiog 
uniformly and treating with acids to 
render the bone phosphate soluble. 
Another guano of most curious 
origin has been imported in large 
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auantities of late under the name 
of “bat guano,” from the sup- 
position that it ig formed from the 
excrements of bats.in the caves where 
itis dug. As tothe fact of its origin 
there is little doubt, for interspersed 
through this red looking earth we find 
abundant'y the hair and other re- 
mains of bats. This guauo is highly 
prizec for its phosphoric acid and its 
richness in ammonia. It has, how- 
ever, one drawback. and that is its 
large amount of moisture, which often 
reaches 83 per cent by weight. ‘Though 
it is impossible in these limits to go 
into a detailed description of these 
numerous and interesting deposits, 
there is one more especially deserving 
of mention from its remarkable quali- 
ties and the difficulty of accounting 
forits presence. This is apatite. which 
abounds in some aJmost uninhabited 
portions of Canada. This mineral is 
found in large deposits of beautiful 
copperas colored crystals, containing 
often 97 per cent of bone phoshphate 
of lime. It hardly seems possible that 
these great deposits can be of animal 
origin, yet it is equally difficult to 
make any other explanation of their 
formation. Large quantities of this 
rock have been exported to England, 
while notwithstanding its richness 
and cheapness American manufacture 
ers use but very little, as being very 
hard and often associated with flint, 
ic is troublesome to grind,and dissolve 
by acids. 

Having now mentioned some of the 
commoner materials from which fer- 
tilizers are made, we will yet explain 
how the petroleum industries conti. 
bute their important constituent, and 
then describe in some detail the meth- 
ods and mechanical appliances in gen- 
eral use.

Lakes of Sulphate of Soda. 


The recent settlement by Iussia of 
the government of the Caucasian pro- 
vinces has made possible researches 
which have brought to light two extra- 
ordinary likes at Batalpachinsk. The 
two lakes are situated at 25 kilos from 
the station of Barsanky, ata short dis- 
tance (about 1 kilo) from each other, 
The larger basin measures 5 kilos by 4 
kilos; the smaller 2 kilos in diameter. 
The lakes have no outlet, and only re- 
cover during the rainy season the water 
they loss in summer by evaporation. A 
French civil engineer, who examined 
the lakes last summer, found the water 
to yield nearly 300 grammes of crystal- 
ized sulphate of soda per 1000 grammes, 
or 13 per cent of anbydrous salt. Un- 
der the influence of cold the sodium 
sulphate precipitates. At freezing point 
the formation of crystals commences, 
and gradually a crust is formed at the 
bottom of the lake, varying in thickness 
from 14 inch to 4 inches. This deposit 
is called ‘‘kriga” by the inhabitants. It 
is easily broken, and brought to shore 
in slabs of a convenient size. 


In summer, under the influence of 
rapid evaporation, light crystals are 
formed at the surface, and join and 
cling to each other, until they eatirely 
cover the water’s surfuce with a snowy 
film that floats and is carried to the 
shore by the wind. 

The kriga, or crust of crystals, found 
on the soil under water was analyzed by 
M. Gauthier, and found to contain, in 
100 grammes

We can safely admit that even when 
dried the deposits contain 95 per cent of 
pure sulphate of soda. 

One of the strangest facts in connec- 
tion with these lakes is the fact, said to 
be well known, that the inhabitants of 
the province of Kouban habitually use 
the salt from these lakes for domestic 
purposes and for their cattle. 

The discovery of so extensive a Je- 
posit of sulphate of soda may before 
very long somewhat modify the present 
Russian soda market. Large quantities 
of sulphate and carbonate of soda are 
yearly shipped from England to the 
Russian ports, where their cost is con- 
siderably increased in consequence of 
the heavy import duties they have to 
pay. The Caucasirn soda is, therefore, 
likely to find an easy and ready market. 
We learn that a company, recently 
formed in Paris, is soon to commence 
operations, with the purpose not only 
of supplying the dry sulphate to the 
glass factories, but also of establishing 
soda works in the neighborhood of the 
Donetz coal district. 

At present, no observations have been 
made which will warrant any theorising 
about the origin of this strong solution 
of Glauber’s salts. It is calculated that 
the lakes contain more than 500,000 tons 
of anhydrous sulphate of soda.

The market has been quiet again, with 
fluctuations neither very violent nor wide. 
Up to Saturday the quotations were chiefly 
between 73 and 74c, but on that day there 
was a break and 717%c was reached.

The Petroleum Exchange. 

The Petroleum Exchange has removed 
from Beaver street to much finer quarters 
at No. 23 William street, between Exchange 
Place and Beaver street, where it has leased 
the entire first floor, 135 feet deep. The 
rear half, which is of extra width, and 
forms a large square room, is occupied as 
the Exchange, and contains, in addition to 
the ‘‘ring,” officers’ desks, etc., Western 
Union and American Union telegraph of- 
fices. In the front are three offices, which 
are sub-let to brokers, to whoses uses they 
are nicely adapted. The Exchange held its 
Annual Meeting yesterday, and received 
the reports of officers and committees for 
the past year, all of which were highly sat- 
isfactory, the Treasurer’s Report showing a 
balance of $5,000 in his hands.

The French Tariff. 


The revision of the French import tariff _ 
promises to admit American refined petro- 
leum at a much reduced rate 
of duty, if not entirely free. 
The present tariff is prohibitory, and our 
exports to that country consist wholly of 
crude. The same is true, in a measure, of 
Spain, though the duty there is 
not so high as to completely block 
out the American oil. Still the 
tax has proved sufficiently heavy to 
greatly interfere; with the importation of 
oil from this country. New refineries are 
being erected in Spain and it is said that 
experienced American refiners have been 
engaged to erect and operate them. If they 
prove successful, we may look for steadily 
decreasing exports of refined to that coun- 
try; there is a prospect, however, as we 
have already stated, that this may be com- 
pensated for by an increase of exports to 
France,

TUESDAY EvVE., May 4, 1880, 

Linseed oil has further declined since the 
date of last writing and atthe close to- 
night the market was unsettled, though 
crushers were seemingly determined to 
prevent afurther decline. The cause of 
the lower prices may be traced to the free 
offerings of outside holders, principally 
those who have English oil, and the back- 
wardness of trade. At the date of our last 
there was a good deal of buying noticeable, 
owing to the then low price, but in the un- 
certainty that followed, buyers were 
inclined to hold off and very little 
was done. The last decline and the 
fine weather of the past few days have 
again stimulated the demand, and to-day 
an active trade was reported. Crushers 
quote 76c, but we hear that sales have been 
made at 75c. There is still a good deal of 
English oil on the spot, and more expected 
to arrive. The spot oil has been offered 
during the week through several brokers, 
who wanted a bid, but buyers were indif- 
ferent, and we heard of no sales. A bid of 
75c was made some time since for all on 
the spot, but this figure was refused. It 
is thought that this price would now buy. 


Manufactured whale and sperm oils have 
a moderate jobbing call, but beyond this 
there is nothing doing. The market is 
steady, and we continue our quotations ot 
last week. Sperm is held at $1.15@1.18 
for natural winter, and $1.20@1.23 for 
bleached. The quotations for manufac- 
tured whale are 59c for natural, 614¢¢ for 
bleached, and 641¢c for extra bleached. 

Mustard seed oil is held firmly by deal- 
ers, and there is little to be had from manu- 
facturers, but there is not so active a de- 
mand to be noticed this week. Sales of 
1 to 5 bbl lots are being made at 55@60c 
as to quantity, but the demand is mostly 
for the smallest lots. About 50 bbls have 
changed hands during the week at 55@60c. 


Domestic rapeseed oil is neglected, but 
the small stock strengthens prices, and we 
hear of nothing to be had below 75 c. Eng- 
lish is lower and is not in much demand 
Now quoted 85@95 c as to quantity. 

Lard oil has declined during the past 
week in sympathy with the lower 
market for raw material, but toward the 
close there was a steadier feeling; the de- 
mand for both home and export has been 
quite active, stimulated by the low prices 
and about 800 bbls, prime city brands, 
have been placed at 55@554c; the closing 
prices to-night were 55@56c. There is not 
much Western here, but with a light de- 
mand sales could be effected at 55c; there 
is a lack of demand noticeable for the low- 
er grades, owing to the slight difference be- 
tween the cost of these and that of prime 
Prices have declined, and we now quote 
52@53c for extra No. 1; 48@50c for No. 1 
and 43@45c for No. 2. 

Crude cottonseed oil is dull, but holders 
are not inclined to make concessions, and 
quote 31@35c according to quality. Buy- 
ers’ views are considerably below these 
figures, and few large sales are being made. 
The largest transaction we heard of was 
300 bbls, not strictly prime, ata private 
price, and other sales are reported to the 
extent of 150 bbls, part of which brought 
32c. The market now is pretty bare of 
stock, and what is held here is off quality. 

Refined summer yellow has been very 
dull, and the quotations are almost en- 


tirely nominal. The only reported 
sale on the spot was a_ lot of 
50 bbls, fair quality, at 42c. Prices 


range from 40@42!¢c according to quality, 
but the bids of buyers, either for home or 
export, are not up to within lc of these 
quotations. The stock here is not large, 
but the quality varies widely, and very 
little of it is prime. A sale of a cargo of 
2000 bbls at 401¢c from New Orleans for a 
Mediterranean port is reported, but ques- 
tioned by parties here.

Cottonseed Vii Matters at New Orleans 
and Elsewhere 
EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
New ORLEANS, April 19, 1889. 

No one unfamiliar with the business 
could have any idea of the cottonseed 
oil trade in New Orleans and the great 
amount of money it brings to this 
city. The transportation of the seed 
i3 an immense item, and the enormous 
freight boats, not equalled by any 
others in the world, would be unable 
to exist were it not for the revenue 
derived from the carrying of seed 
down the Mississippi river. The larg- 
est linseed oil works that I have ever 
seen do not compare in sizs with the 
cotton oil mills located here. Last 
Wednesday morning, by invitation of 
Mr. Klapp, of the Union Oil Co., Prov- 
idence, R. 1, and New Orleans, we 
were taken to Gretna to visit their 
works, They have reached too great 
a degree of intelligence and perfection 
to have secrets (for itis my observa- 
tion that,as a rule, myste1ious secrecy 
is only a cover for ignorance,) and so 
we were shown from first to last allthe 
processes and movements from the 
time the seed arrives at the wharf till 
the oil is loaded on the ship,and during 
all these different transitions not 
once isany partof the product re- 
handled. It is one continuous move 
abead, till itforms the circle, going 
in seed and coming out refined oil in 
barrels. Upon entering a cottonseed 
oil mill a stranger to the business wil) 
invariably ask what they do with all 
the sacks, the number of which to be 
seen in any good sized mill at this 
season, would seem to be enough to 
hold all the seed grown, though they 
really constitute but a small fraction 
of the whole number required to move 
this great crop. The process of in- 
specting, linting, hulliag, sieving or 
screening, cooking and pressing the 
seeds, would each make an interesting 
item byitself. But this would require 
more space than | have time to fill, 
and it is enough to say that they are 
all doné with the greatest care and 
system, and the oil is run intc enorm- 
ous tanks for refining, each holding 
10 to 12,000 gallons. The greatest pre- 
caution is taken against fires, and in 
the Union Works some seven or more 
streams can be thrown to any part of 
the buildings in about two minutes’ 
notice. Loss of buildings, if a fire 
should take place during the season 
when seed is coming in fast would he 
asuall part of the loss, The rate 


of insurance with all these precautions 
snould be comparatively low. Many 
of the tanks are so built that in case 
of fire they and their contents would 
probably remain intact. When the 
Union Works were built the extent of 
their present business was not con- 
templated; therefore from the river 
they do not show to great advantage 
the many different buildings whi 
have been added from time to time. 

‘the Crescent City Works, which 
nearly adjoin the Union, are the new- 
est and most modern of al! the mills 
here. Their buildings are of brick, 
the main one being two stories and a 
half high, with wings on either side 
one story high, the whole covering 
nearly*three acres. Most of the coun- 
try crushers yisited this mill last Wed- 
nesday by invitation of Mr. Moore, 
agent for the Consolidated Fire Ex- 
tinguisher Co., to witness experiments 
with the 500 gallon apparatus, which 
he haa putin for the Crescent City. 
The results of the experiments were 
very satisfactory. A great deal of in- 
terest was manifested in a pump in- 
vented by Mr. Streuby, superintend- 
ent of the Crescent. One pump works 
all the presses, whereas heretofore a 
pump has been put in for each set. 
This pump will probably be adopted 
by any new mills which may go up. 
and some are now discussing the ad- 
visability of putting it in, in place of 
the many old ones. The saving of 
power is said to be great. Oneof the 
New York linseed oit mills has a single 
pump for allits presses, a fact which 
the proprietors do not make public. 

Many of the country mills are put- 
ting up new presses, and we hear that 
a new will will be built at Galvesten, 
Texas; one at Houston, 'l’exas; one at 
Argenta, Ark. ‘These three will prob- 
ably be large. One at Montgomery, 
Ala.; one at Demopolis, Ala; one at 
Sherman, ‘l'exas; one at Brakeley, Ark. 
and asmall one in contemplation at 
Raleigh, N, C.

Soap Making in Greece, 

Anticipating the obvious puns which 
this subject will suggest. we reproduce 
from Dr. Xavier Landerer’s “Notes 
from Greece” in the Chemist and 
Drugyist an account of the soap in- 
dustry of Greece and the Levant. 
Soap making, he tells us, has made 
uncommonly rapid progress in Greece, 
and is now one of its mest important 
industries. In all parts of the main- 
land and of the Ionian Islands large 
soap factories are established. produc- 
ing hundreds of thousands of okkas of 
soap, which is sold in all parts of the 
Orient. Cretan soap has acquired a 
better reputation than Grecian, so the 
Greek soap boilers stamp each ba 
with a Turkish seal, and the hawkers 
cry from house to house, ‘Buy ‘kriti- 
kon sapune.’” It sells atone drachma, 
and 20 to 50 leptas an okka (7'¢@9'¢c 
a pound). Ali the soap produced in 
Greece is made from oil and soda, All 
animal fat is exported to Russia and 
Turkey, where it is used in making 
soap and stearic acid. ‘There are no 
stearine-candle factories in Greece, 
and 2,000,000f worth is annually im- 
ported. Nor are there any soda works, 
and millions of francs are spent on 
alkali imported from France and Brit. 
ain for soap boiling. Salt for this 
manufacture could be bought 
probably at 2 leptas an okka (18 
cents a cwt), and the ereetion of an 
alkali works is of the greatest nation- 
alimportance, A sulphuric acid fac- 
tory could be advantageously estab- 
lished on the island of Mylos, where a 
sulphurous earth abounds from which 
sulphur can be easily extracted. In 
the neighborhood of ‘I'hessalonica, 
soda is obtained from marine plants, 
and the natron produced in Egypt in 
the neighborhood of Memphis is im- 
ported by way of Alexandria and Con- 
stantinople. 


A very important industry arose a 
few years ago first on the isle of Zante, 
namely, the manufacture of soap from 
pyrinelaion, the oil obtained from the 
kernels and oil cake of the olives. It 
iso named from pyrin, a kernel, and 
elaion oil. The wretched country oil 
presses, moved by neither steam nor 
hydraulic powor, leave 3 or 4 per cent 
of oil in the residue, which till a few 
years ago was used only as fuel for 
heating the water used in oil making, 
or was thrown on the filds for fatten 
ing cattle and swine. An English 
company first established on the isle 
of Zante works for extracting the re- 
sidual oil by means of carbon bisul- 
phice. and thousands of okkasof a 
brownish yellow oil have been ob- 
tained from this waste product and 
have been used for making soap. A 
similar factory has now been estab- 
lished at Salamis, and cargoes of oil 
cake brought from the neighboring 
districts brought 5 to 6 leptas an okka 
(34@41 centsacwt). The islands of 
Crete and Mitylene (Lesbos) offer im- 
portant openings for this industry. 

‘he carbon bisulphide necessary is 
imported from Evgland in iron vessels 
covered with wood. Its great inflam- 
mability wakes it difficult to persuade 
ships’ captains to carry it, so the fac- 
tory is often at a standstill for want of 
bisulphide. 1t would probably be ad 
vantageous to prepare the bisulphide 
in Greece, and the islands of Mylos 
and Pyriacus offer exceptional advan- 
tages for this purpose. Soap is adui- 
terated here with various earths, the 
saponel or Amolic earths. sapuno 
okoma, or with the beautiful white 
porcelain earth of Mylos. 


A New Anaesthetic. 

At a recent meeting of the Edin- 
burgh Odonto-Chirurgical Society in 
Edinburgh, Mr. W. Bowmen Macleve 
brought under the notice of the mem- 
bers a new combination anaesthetic, 
which he had been using for some 
time past in his private studies with 
very successful results. It consisted 
in combining the administration or 
the exhibition of ethylen-dichloride 
with nitrous oxide gas. The manner 
of adwiristration wassimple. It con- 
sisted solely in placing a smal! piece 
of sponge, retained in position by a 
clip withia the way-tube or supple- 
mentary bag of the nitrous oxide in- 
haler, leaving sufficient space on each 
side of the sponge for the free passage 
of the nitrous oxide into and out of 
the bag. Only a very small quantity 
of ethylen-dichlorids was required. 
viz., about half adrachm. ‘The time 
of inhalation to produce anaesthesia 
measured from 60 to 90 seconds, and 
the time of complete anaesthesia— 
during which time the sensation was 
sure to be more profound and agree- 
able than when induced by nitrous 
oxide gas alone—was from 1}¢ to 21¢ 
minutes, which embraced a period of 
time sufficient to enable most of the 
operations required in the dental sur- 
gery to be comfortably performed. 
He further mentioned that in all the 
cases 
anaesthesia,’ upwards of sixteen in 
number, there had been a complete 
absence of sickness, and only one case 
in which there might be said to have 
been the slightest approach to ster- 
torous breathing. ‘the pulse was 
slightly more accelerated than nor- 
mal, but was full and strong, and there 
was that absence of lividity which 
renders administration of nitrous ox- 
ide so disagreeable, and in some cases 
repulsive, to the onlooker, the lips 
alone, on the removal of the face 
piece, presenting in any case, and 
that only occasionally, the faintest 
appearance of lividity. It had also 
this decided benefit over the single 
administration. that it prodaced «# re- 
laxation of the muscles so contrary to 
the almost spasmodic rigidity induced 
by nitrous oxide, 


in which he had used this .

OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 
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Varnish Making. 


In the manufacture of varnish the first, 
and one of the most important considera 
tions, is the selection of the gum which 
forms the base. This gum,known as Copal, 


Zanzibar, Accra, Sierra Leone, Manila, 


Damar, and Sandarac, is the resinous juice 
of trees that grow in various parts of the 
world. In the condition in which it comes 
from the tree it is unfit for use, requiring 
to “ripened,” and this process is accom- 
plished by Nature. The gum, as it 
exudes from the tree, flows down into the 
sand, and becoming covered over, remains 
formany years after, long after the trees 
have decayed and gone. After being dug 
from the sand by the natives, it is carefully 
cleaned with sulphuric acid, roughly se- 
lected and exported. In this country the 
term ‘‘Copal” comprehends all the above- 
named varieties wherever found, but the 
true copal is a product of Africa, The best 
kind, and that used for the highest 


grades of varnish, is the Zanzibar gum, which 
comes from the east coast of Africa; be- 
tween the river Juba and Cape Delgado, 
opposite the island of Zanzibar, whence it 
derives its name, A second quality is 
found on the west coast, and is known un- 
der the names of Benguela, Angola, 
Congo, Loango, Accra and Sierra Leone. 
The first four are nearly extinct, 
but there is still a plontiful supply 
of the last two, which are nearly equal in 
quality with Zanzibar and are used for 
making fine grades of varnish. After com- 
ing to this country the gum is broken up 
and carefully sorted for the different grades 
of varnish. It is then ready to be melted. 
This operation requires the most elaborate 
apparatus, and the greatest care is taken in 
order to prevent burning or other injury to 
the gum. The next step is the preparation 
of the vehicle by which the gum is to be 
spread. This ingredient, linseed oil, should 
be of fine quality and well settled. But 
before it is fit to be mixed with the melted 
gum it must be boiled and bleached and to 
it added a certain amount of dryers, such 
as red lead, litharge, and sulphate or bo- 
rate of mangavese, according to the class 
of varnish to be made, to give the varnish 
setting properties. When the gum is melt- 
ed it is mixed with the oil and then thinned 
with turpentine. This operation is very 
dangerous and requires the utmost care to 
prevent explosions, and to give to the var- 
nish the proper amount of elasticity, body, 
color, and various other properties which 
go to make up a first class article. The 
more oil contained in the varnish the more 
durable it will bo when put on ex- 
posed surfaces, buildings, cars, car- 
riages, etc., but for indoor work a smaller 
percentage is required. When the melted 
gum, the prepared oil and the turpentine 
have been properly mixed, the mixture 


is strained and drawn off into 
tanks in what is known as the 
settling-room. The temperature of 


this room is kept at a certain degree all the 
time, as any change in the condition of the 
atmosphere would be liable to seriously 
affect the varnish. The settling process re- 
quires from a few weeks to several months 
according to the grade of varnish being 
made, and the mixture is continually sub- 
jected to certain tests, by an expert handler 
of the varnish brush, in order that the fine- 
ness and purity of the varnish may be de- 
cided. The longer varnish is allowed to 
stand the greater will be its dura- 
bility, elasticity and covering proper- 
ties; the color is also vastly im- 
proved by age. No matter how much 
care is taken by the manufacturer, the var- 
nish when completed may have certain 
properties that are not at all desirable. 
One of the worst of these peculiarities is 
that which is known as the ‘‘deviltry” of 
varnish, when it does not dry, or becomes 
checked or cloudy. In applying the var- 
nish the least change in the atmosphere 
will affect it, causing it to become cloudy 
or “chilled.” The brilliancy and clearness 
may sometimes be restored by the applica- 
tion ofa thin coat after the first has be- 
come thoroughly dried. In making black 
baking japan for iron and tinware, the same 


operations as those above described are 
gone through with, the only difference 
being that asphaltum is added to give the 
black color. Japan dryers are prepared 
after the same method as the first, with a 
greater proportion of oil. 





Extraciion of Perfumes by Chloride 
of Methyl. 
The constantly increasing demand 


for fine perfumes has led to experi- 
ments with the various methods of 
extracting them from flowers, ete., for 
the purpose of ascertaining the best 
process, and if possible, discovering a 
new one, by means of which they 
could be obtained in greater amount, 
without at the same time dimtnishing 
the power or sweetness of the odors, 
This object has been fully accom- 
plished by the use of chloride of me- 
thyl,a detailed account of the process , 
taken from the Chem. and Drnggist, 
we here reproduce. 


‘Professor Vincent, of the Eéole des 
Arts et ,Metiers, Paris, has communi- 
cated to the Societe d’' Encouragement 
this process for the extraction of per- 
fumes, which seems to yield greater 
results and finer perfumes than are 
obtained by the ordinary methods. 

The idea was suggested by M. Mas- 
signon, a manufacturing perfumer, 
who is now construeting a laboratory 
at Cannes, which will be able to ex- 
haust on this principle 1,000 kilo- 
grammes of flowers daily. 


The experiments were first made with 
odorous Woods. The perfume was ex- 
tracted, but it was tainted with a very 
persistent disagreeable odor, derived 
from the chloride of methyl itself. 
Professor Vincent set bimself to re- 
move this, and succeeded in doing so 
perfectly by treating the chloride of 
methyl ina gaseous state with con- 
centrated sulphuric acid. 


Orange flowers were then experi- 
mented on. and the perfume obtained 
was pronounced by several practical 
men superior to neroli obteined by 
Cistillation of the flowers. with water. 

An apparatus was then set up which 
has been regularly worked for some 
months. Its working is thus de: 
scribed: A digester is filled with 
the flowers to be treated. On these 
a sufficient quantity of chloride of me- 
thyl is poured, from a@ reservoir in 
connection, to cover the flowers; after 
being left in contact fortwo minutes, 
the liquid is drawn off into a third 
air-tight vessel. Further charges of 
chloride of methyl are passed through 
the flowers until the latter are be- 
lieved to be exhausted. ‘The chloride 
retained by the flowers is extracted by 
means of an air-pump, and a steam 
jet forces that which has combined 
with the moisture of the fiowers into 
a gasometer, from whence.all the chlo- 
ride is obtained by means of the air- 
pump. 

The chloride charged with perfume 
in vacuo by passing round the vessel 
a stream of water at about 30° C., the 
air-pump meanwhile withdrawing the 
chloride in vapor. A manometer is 
attached to the apparatus, and this, 
which at first indicates a pressure of 
three to four atmospheres, is allowed 
to show a vacuum of half an atmos- 
phere, when the operation is consid- 
ered complete. The vessel is then 
opened and the perfume is found in 
combination with fatty and waxy mat- 
ters. This compound treated with al 
cohol yields the perfume possessing 
all the sweetness of the fresh plant. 

The process is applicable, not only 
to those plants which are usually ob- 
tained by distillation with water, but 
also to those like jasmine and violet, 
which can only be extracted by en- 
fleurage. 

Flowers, seeds, barks, and roots have 
all been tested, and in each case an in- 
creased yicld of 25 per cent has been 
obtained over the old method,”

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CHEMICAL MARKET. 

The Chemical Price List will be found in 
the Department of Prices Current following 
the Drug report. 

TUESDAY EvE., May 4, 1880. 

The market has been in an unsettled 
condition and the close is weak. The ad- 
vices from abroad are to the effect that or- 
ders were very scarce for this country, and 
sellers were willing to accept almost any 
offer that would be made, as they were an- 
xious to dispose of their contracts. This 
news, together with the free arrivals, had 
the effect. of demoralizing this mar- 
ket, and it is somewhat difficult 
to give reliable quotations, and some of the 
dealers are unable to comprehend the 
sudden break, There is no disposition to 
force goods as buyers are few but with an 
order in hand low prices will be accepted. 

Carbonated ash is in light enquiry and 
only small parcels are reported placed. 
Prices are lower and 13gc will be readily 
accepted by ond dealer, though 1 80c is 
the general quotation, while from store 
1%c will buy. High test can also be had 
at lower prices and quotations are 14@ 
1 80c with one lot reported placed at about 
170c. We also heard that a parcel was 
had at 1 65c, but this will not be accepted 
for all brands. There have been sales of 
100 tons, both kinds, at 14%c. Newcastle 
ash is off, and parcels can readily be had 
at 170@1 3c as to quantity. 

Caustic ash is not inany demand, and we 
only hear of 50 tons for which 1 80c was paid. 
This is still quoted for most brands, but 
there are some parcels which are offering at 
1340, though, for small parcels, up to 1 90c 
is quoted. High test is dull, and prices are 
tending down, holders being willing to ac- 
cept 134,@1%c asto quantity; buyers are 
not anxious to take any quantity and are 
bidding a lower figure. 

Alkali has not changed, and with a light 
enquiry 36 per cent is still quoted at 1c, 
this price being paid for 50 cks, but we 
hear that at the close less will buy. Re- 
fined is dull and nominally held at 2 20@ 
2%. 

Caustic soda is weak and with only 
a limited demand and full stocks prices 
are tending downwards. Parcels can 
now readily be had at 3%c and we hear of 
one holder who is willing to sell at 3 85c, 
this price being paid for 100dms. For 
jobbing lots 3 90@3 95c are the quotations 
asto brand. High testisto be had at 
3144@3 55c, the latter being quoted fora 
lot of Deacon’s. Buyers are not disposed 
to pay these prices and to place a lot lower 
figures would haveto be accepted. We 
hear of a lot of 200 dms both kinds which 
was taken at 3!¢c for 70 per centand 3% 
for 60 per cent. 

Sal soda has come to hand quite freely, 
and with but few enquiries, dealers are 
more willing to quote lower figures, 
and 1 1-16c will be readily accepted, 
though 1 10c is asked by some 
dealers. These figures are above the ideas 
of buyers, and though 50 tons were placed 
at the higher price the best bid we hear at 
the close is lc, and though this has not 
been accepted there has been a transaction 
reported of a parcel at $1 03, quantity not 
reported. 

Bleach has not sold to any extent and 
the market is weak with prices tending 
downward. There are parcels still offering 
from dock, which are held at 110, and 
this was paid for 100 cks, but we hear 
that one dealer is willing to accept 
1.40 at the close, fora round parcel. In 
a small way, from store, quotations are 1.55 
@1%c, as to quantity and brand. There 
have been sales of 100 cks at a private price, 
but said to be a low one. 

Acetic acid has been rather dull during 
the past week, and the reported sales do 
not aggregate more than 10000 lbs at 34;@ 
330. Contracts vould probably be made 
at 14¢ below the inside price. 

Acetate of lime is quiet, the only sales 
reported being of small lots for immediate 
delivery. We note sales of 50 tons brown 
at 24¢@25¢c. Grey is still scarce. We 
quote brown 2!¢@25¢c, and grey 33¢@3 4c. 

Arsenic is dull, but unchanged as to 
price, We quote Garland’s white 236. 
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Blue vitriol is not in demand, but hold- 
ers are not accepting less than 8@814c as 
to quality. We note a sale of 50 bbls at the 
inside price. 

Brimstone is dull and unchanged. Sec- 
onds are now quoted $26@26 50, and thirds 
at $25, but we have no sales to report. 

Cream tartar is about the only exception 
to the general dullness in the market for 
the lighter chemicals. During the week 
just closed there has been an active de- 
mand from consumers of this article, and 
although the individual sales are not large, 
the transactions in the aggregate foot up a 
considerable quantity. Sales are reported 
of 20 cks at 351¢c and 25 cks at 36c. The 
demand for powdered is very fair, and the 
market price is firmly sustained at 37@ 
3714 according to quantity. 


Carbonate ammonia is not meeting with 
much demand. Holders do not care to 
shade 16340, and buyers having pretty full 
stocks are not anxious to buy except ata 
concession, and the market closes at most 
nominal. Sales of 5 cks, at 163{c, are re- 
ported. 


Chlorate of potash can be bought at 1614 
@l16léc, but consumers are only taking 
sufficient for their present needs. The 
sales reported are 10 kegs at 1614@163¢c. 


Fertilizing chemicals are not in much 
demand, and with increasing stock in first 
hands the market has a devlining ten- 
dency. Muriate of potash has been quiet, 
the only sales reported being of a jobbing 
character. Lots exvessel 1 are offered at 
$1 50, and shipments are obtainable at 
$1 45@1 50, according to date of sailing. 
Kainit is now in stock on the spot, and 
sales would be made at $8 50@9. To ar- 
rive it is obtainable at $7 75@8, according 
to delivery, and itis thought that the in- 
side price would be shaded by some 
holders. Sulphate ef ammonia is held at 
4c, with a jobbing demand. Dried blood 
is quoted at $2 50, for either black or red. 
Azotine can be obtained at $2 3714@2 50 
per unit. Tankage is held at $24@25 per 
ton, refuse bone black at $23, and ground 
bone or bone meal at $27@28. Bat guano 
is in demand, and we note sales of 400 
tons at $12, with this figure quoted at 
the close. 

Nitrate of soda has declined since the 
date of last writing, and sales would now 
be made at 414@43gc, and it is thought 
that the inside price would be shaded on 
large lots. The demand is very moderate 
and the reported sales do not foot up more 
than 200 bags at 414@43¢c. 

Oxalic acid is weak 
market is dull, and in the  ab- 
sence of business it is difficult 
to say at what price sales would be made, 
The nominal quotation is 8@81;c, but it is 
thought that a bid of 77c would not be 
refused. 

Sulphuric acid is selling to a moderate 
extent. The large buyers having supplied 
their wants, the demand is now principally 
from the smaller consumers, There is now 
more stock to draw from, but manufacturers 
firmly maintain the quotation given last 
week. We quote 1}¢@1%o for round lots 
of 66 deg, and 2@2!¢c for smaller quanti- 
ties. The quotation for 60 deg. is 144@1}c 
according to quantity. 

Sal ammoniac is quoted at 1144@115¢c, 
but is without animation. We note sales 
of 6 cks at 115¢¢. 

Saltpetre has not changed as to price, 
but there has been rather more enquiry, 
resulting in a sale of 100 tons on private 
terms. There is also a light jobbing trade 
in progress at 54¢@53jc. Speculators stili 
hold considerable stocks, which they are 
offering at low figures, and the presence of 
these on the market has a depressing influ- 
ence on prices. Retined is held at 7@9c 
as to quantity, with a good jobbing demand. 

White sugar of lead is obtainable from 
the largest outside holder at 1314@14c, but 
manufacturers refuse to sell below 133{c, 
and that only for immediate delivery. The 
demand has not improved, but the scarcity 
of stock and the high cost of material tends 
to keep the market firm. Brown sugar of 
lead is still quoted 10@101¢c by the manu- 
facturer, but could proflably be bought at a 
shade less from outside holders.

The jobbing trade continues good and 


constitutes the bulk of the business doing 
at the moment. Package buyers are tak- 
ing goods as they require them, but there 
appeats to be very little speculative dispo- 
sition. Even on opium in which, in 1877, 
under conditions somewhat similar to 
those existing at the present time, almost 
all buyers of any size speculated more 
or less, while at the present time we find 
very little speculation among the regular 
trade. The reaction on all lines of mer- 
chandise from the extreme figures of 
January has made buyers extremely 
cautious, and while confidence is feltina 
large consumptive trade the present year, 
there is evidently no confidence in high 
prices. Opium and quinine have attracted 
the most attention during the past week 
There are some prominent features in es- 
sential oils, also, but otherwise the mar- 
ket bas been rather tame, the details being 
noted more fully in the annexed reports. 
Opium. 

Opium is not active and but little busi- 
ness has been transacted during the week. 
There is scarcely any stock to be had now 
as almost all of the available par- 
cels have been taken from _ the 
market and the few transactions making 


following 


- are from. outside sources. Thore is an 


easier feeling to prices, and to-day one 
large dealer is offering parcels at $5 75 in 
bond, though $6 is the general figure. 
There is a good deal of interest now being 
taken in the article, and a strong bear 
movement is in progress, not only 
in this market, but akroad as well, 
and it is the evident intention to break the 
price if it be possible so to do. In the 
meanwhile, the bull side manifest no anxi- 
ety, and are quietly concentrating their ef- 
forts toward a further control of the stock, 
though they are not buying at the moment, 
and further advances of large sums are 
reported to have been made in order to ac- 
complish this result. The stock available 
is not very large, as is evidenced by the 
fact that of the recent arrivals part of them 
are very poor, and some 43 cases 
are going to be re-exported. Some 
of these lots were rejected by the customs 
as not up to the required standard, and the 
balance b ‘the syndicate as not up to con- 
tract,and isaremarkable fact that these 
lots are said to have been shipped here by 
the very firm who has recently been en- 
gaged in cabling to this market the news 
of the great demoralization existing abroad. 
If these lots. be specimens it.is no wonder 
that even as low as 20s will be accepted in 
London. From 8 yrn_ we get advices 
from reliable sources that but little prime

stock is available, and some transactions 
of a gambling character have been made at 
230 piasters for delivery from the new crop. 
The most liberal estimates now made 
give the outside limit of the outturn 
as 3,000 baskets, There are some 
dealers here who are running short 
in stock, and we hear to-day 
that an effort is being made to obtain a lot 
on speculation. The bear movement is 
said to be an effort to cover a shortage in 
the stock for manufacturing purposes, as 
the supply ayailable for this pur- 
pose is becoming limited, and one 
foreign consumer, who uses a 
large quantity, has only sufficient to last 
for a very limited period. Whether this 
effort be successful remains to be seen, and 
in the meanwhile but little business can be 
transacted, and the trade is watching 
| the movements of the various parties inter- 
ested. A moderate demand is reported 
and we hear of 4 cs jobbed at $6 95@7 10, 
‘and at the close $6 95 will buy small lots 
though $7 is generally quoted for caseepar- 
| cels. 
Morphine is also in a peculiar position. 

Following our last the market remained 
; quiet at previous prices until Saturday 
when manufacturers reduced their price to 
$5. At this figure they are not willing 
to make contracts, and most of 
the business is being done from the out- 

side lots. There is also a movement mak- 
ing to bear this article in order to get con- 
trol of all of the available lots, and while 

one holder has been sellimg to-day at $4 50, 

this price being accepted for a 

few 100 ozs lots, the same party 

has been freely offering $4.50 for all that 

could be got. Some few lots were picked 

up at this figure, but some holders of con- 

siderable quantities are rather more inclined 

to hold under the present position of opium, 

and have refused this price, as they think 

that the chances are good for a material ad- 

vance before long. 

Quinine. 

Quinine has not been in large demand 
and the market is unsettled. Manufac- 
turers have reduced their price and are 
now quoting $3 with a light enquiry. From 
outside holders this price _ will 
be accepted. This reduction 
had a weakening effect on foreign, and 
holders were more disposed to accept offers 
of a reasonable price. Arrivals continue 
quite free, and the stock is gradually accu- 
mulating here, slthough some of the 
receipts have been placed on contracts 
made previously. German has sold at 
$2 81, this being accepted for 400 ounces, 
and there are some brands which can at 
$2 75 at the close, though there are dealers 
who will not accept less than $2 85@2 90, 
as to quantity for favorite brands, 
and 100 ozs Jobst was placed at $2 90. 
French is not active, and $2 90 will be ac- 
cepted for a fair parcel, and we hear that a 
shade under this was taken for small lot. 
English is not in large supply and the quo- 
tation is nominal, the principal holder be- 
ing out of the market. A parcel of 100 ozs 
was placed early last week at $3 25, 


Balsams. 

Balsam copaiba continues to rule very 
firm in price and there is nothing to be had 
below 70c, while for small lots 72'¢c is 
quoted. There is but little to be had from 
first hands, and two parcels recently 
received were placed at a private price said 
to be a full one. 

Balsam fir is doing better, and there is 
rather more inquiry. The price is steady 
and we are reported sales of 2 bbls Canada 
at $1 50 and 2 bbls at $1 55 

Balsam tolu continues in about the same 
position noted in our last. Buyers and 
dealers are apart in their views, and no 
business has been transacted. For parcels 
for export little, if anything above 50c 
would be paid, while for lots from second 
hands for jobbing wants 60c is asked. 

Tialsam Peru is steady in price, and a 
fair enquiry is reported. We hear that 
part of the recent receipts have been placed 
at a private figure. From second hands 
we hear of 2 cs, which were taken at $2 50. 

Miscellaneous Drugs. 

Aloes remain steady and quiet with only 
a jobbing request noted. Cape we con- 
tinue to quote at 1044@l12c, according to 
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quantity. Wegetasale of 10 cs at Ile. 
Socotrine is quotable at 40c in a jobbing 
way. Curacoa is easy at 10!¢@11ce with no 
movement noted. 

Colocynth apples are still selling fairly 
in small lots, and 55c is the quotation 
for prime Trieste. We rote the sale 
of 300 Ibs select at 55c and 2 bales of bro- 
ken at 35c. Spanish is still quoted at 35@ 
38c with light sales. 

Soap bark has sold to the extent of 500 
lbs at 7c. 

Cuttlefish bone is still searce, and higher 
figures have been obtained. One lot of 
4 straps is reported sold at 141¢c, and later 
we geta sale of 8 straps at 20c. Some deal 
ers have refused to quote, and the small 
amount of stock in the market keeps them 
from offering freely. 

Japan wax has sold to the extent of 10 
cases on private terms, and is now held at 
25c, with some quotatians higher. 

Lycopodium is selling well, and the de- 
mand is rather better for small lots. We 
note the sale of 100 lbs at 42c. Itis quoted 
at 40@42c, according to quantity. 

Lupulin remains quiet with very little 
business noted. American continues to 
bring 45c, and German is still quoted at 
35@40c. 

Benzoic acid is in jobbing request only, 
but prices are about the same as last week. 
$3 50 is quoted for German, and sales of 
50 Ibs in lots, at $3 50@3 60, are reported. 

Cassia buds are jobbing slowly at prices 
within the range quoted last week, viz.: 35 
(@38c. We report sales of 4 single cases 
at 36c and one case at 38c. 

Sesame oil is stillin fair request, and 15 
barrels are reported taken at $1.05, and we 
hear of a sale of 3 barrels at the same fig- 
ure. 

Coea butter has sold to the extent of 500 
pounds at 421¢c, while 44c is easily ob- 
tained for small jobbing Jots. 

Rochelle salts is quiet but steady at 31@ 
32c, according to quantity, with sales of 

jobbing lots at the outside figure. 

Sassafras bark has been quiet and only a 
few sales—about 500lbs in all—have been 
made for which 74gc was paid. 

Juniper berries are easy at 24¢c in small 
lots and 2c in alarge way. We hear of 
three sales of 2 bags each at the outside 
price. 

Irish moss is in fair demand for single 
barrels but large lots have not been en- 
quired for. 5c is quoted for an ordinary 
quality while good is quoted at 6@8c. 

Cascara Sagrado continues scarce, but no 
demand is reported and 48@50 c is quoted. 

Berberis Aquifolium has been very dull, 
and is still nominally quoted at 30@50 c, 
aecording to quality and holder. 

Cherry bark is quiet and unchanged. 
71¢ ¢ has been paid for 100 pounds, and a 
lot could still be had at 61 c. 

Prickley ash bark has not been enquired 
for, and the scarcity has not caused an ad- 
vance. Small quantities are held at 9 c, 
while large lots are not offered. 

Precipitated chalk has not moved brisk- 
ly, and only a jobbing demand is reported, 
Quotations are still 74¢ c in bulk and 9 ¢ 
in bundles. 

Gelatine is rather quiet but quotations 
are about the same as when last reported, 
viz., 65c for French and 60@65c for Eng- 
lish in cases according to quantity. 

Red arsenic is still obtainable at 6144@8c 
as to quantity with no business reported. 

Guarana is quiet and still quoted at 
95@97Te. 

Citric acid is selling fairly in ordinary 
lots from outside hands, at prices lower 
than we quoted last week, though manu- 
facturers are still holding at 69@70c. We 
hear of 10 kegs being taken at 671¢c, and 
one lot of 3 kegs reported sold as low as 
55ce. 

Vanilla beans are in fair request, and 
small sales of choice Mexican have been 
made at $18. An ordinary quality of beans 
is quoted at $9, and the range for 
prime is $15@$18. Bourbon beans 
are quotable at $5@$9, according to 
quality, but we have heard of no busi- 
ness being done. 
~ Quicksilver hes not moved in large lots, 
and 42c is quoted in a jobbing way, but 
less would buy a parcel. 

Castile soap is jobbing at last week’s 
figures. We get sales of 100 boxes white 
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at 121¢c, and 150 boxes in lots at the same 
figure. Mottled is quotable at 67%@7ec, 
with 25 boxes reported taken at the outside 
quotation. 

English calomel has been taken to the 
extent of 100 pounds, at $1. 

Tonca beans are still selling wellina 
small way but no large lots have been of- 
fered. We note sales of 500 pounds in lots 
at $2 25@2 35. 

Insect powder is steady but quiet and 
the only sales reported are 5 cases prime at 
574¢c and 5 cases No. 2 at 5244c. 

Cubebs continue in fair request and 15@ 
18¢ is still paid according to quality. A 
sale of five bales is reported at 17c. 

Myrbane oil is only selling in a small 
jobbing way and a few lots prime Ameri- 
can of 50 lbs each have been sold at 35c. 
German is still quoted at 40@421c accord- 
ing to quantity and English at 35c. 

Ergot continues to sell in a small way, 
but trade is dull for round lots. Prime 
has sold to the extent of 5 bags, at 65c, 
with 70casked by some holders. Ordinary 
grades are quoted 45@55c, with a few 
small sales reported at 50c. 

Hops remain very quiet and quotations 
are still 28@30c as to quantity in bales and 
pressed in packages are steady at 44c. 

Castor oil is only in jobbing request and 
Colliers cold pressed is quoted at 10@10!gc 
ina jobbing way. City oil is quiet and 
still; quoted at 10!g@llc by the manu- 
facturers but outside parties are willing to 
accept 10@101¢ in a jobbing way. 

Manna is quiet and very little business 
is reported. We note the sale of two cases 
small flake at 31 c. Large flake is still 
quoted at 80@90 c as to quantity, with a 
few cases reported at the outside price. 

Licorice has not moved briskly, and 
only a few jobbing sales are reported. We 
get a sale of 3 cases Guzolina, (large stick) 
at 29c, quoted st 28c, in a large way. 
Corigliana is still held at 32!14@33!ge, and 
P and S at 30c, at which figure 3 cases 
were sold. Domestic is quotable at 24@ 
25c, according to quantity, and mass is 
dull at 13@18c, as to quantity. 

Cantharides continue in fair request in a 
small way. Russian is obtainable at $1 10 
@1 15 and Ohinese at 45c. 

Bromide of potassium is steady at un- 
changed quotations; 33c is quoted in bulk 
and 40@4lc according to quantity in 
bottles. 

Isinglass is dull, with figures about the 
same, $1.50@1.70, according to quantity 
and quality, is the range for American, and 
Russian is held at $3@3. 25. 

Glucose is still quotable at 6144@61éc for 
prime, according to quantity, but trade has 
been quiet, and no business of any import- 
ance is noted. 

Alcohol continues in jlight supply and 
the market is firm in tone with nothing to 
be had below 36c. There have been some 
parcels placed for export ata full figure. 
For home use a moderate enquiry is noted 
which is being supplied at $2 07@2 08 as 
to quantity. 

Cod liver oil is in fair request, and Nor- 
wegian has sold to the extent of 15 barrels 
at $37 50, and 5 barrels of a different brand 
at $33. We continue to quote Newfound- 
land at 85c in a jobbing way. 

Glycerine has advanced 10 per cent abroad 
and German is still quoted at 16c in thi 
market. American refined is firm at 17c in 
barrels and 18c in cans. 


Essential Oils. 

The market has been exceedingly dull 
for nearly all oils during the past week, 
and the jobbing trade is much quieter. 
The quotations on some have been further 
shaded, but no changes of any great im- 
portance have taken place, Lemon is low- 
er, also cassia, wintergreen, and cloves. The 
other oilsare about thesame, with exception 
of Holstein’s rose, which has been advanced. 

Anise is still held at $1 75@180 and sev- 
eral cans are reported sold at the outside 
figure, while 3 cans were taken at $1 75. 
The demand is very good for small lots, 
considering the dullness of trade through- 
out the week. 

Almond bitter continues quiet with only 
a small jobbing trade. We continue to 
quote the best quality, pure at $7 50 and 
ordinary at $5 25. 

Bay is quiet, but a steady demand for 
pmall parcels is reported and quotations 


are sttll $10 50@13 according to quality. 

Bergamot is still quiet and priees area 
little easier. Round lots have not been 
taken, and evefi the jobbing trade is rather 
light. Newcrop oil has sold for $2 87!¢ 
and this figure will still be accepted. Old 
crop is quoted at $2 75. We hear at the 
close that 3 cs of new crop sold at $2 80. 

Cajeput is very quiet, and 70@75c will 
buy according to quantity. We under- 
stand that the lot recently in was sold to 
arrive, some time ago. The demand at 
present is small, and only a few. cans are 
reported sold at prices within our range. 

Caraway continues duli, and jobbing 
sales are small. We continue to quote 
$170 fora poor quality and $225 for a 
prime grade of oil. 

Cassia is still in good jobbing request, 
but stocks are large and quotations have 
been reduced since our last. We now 
quote 90c@$1 10 according to quality and 
report sales of 15 cases prime at $1 10; two 
more cases afterwards sold at the same 
figure. 

Citronelle has met with some enquiry 
during the week and Winter's oil is still 
quoted at $1 45(@@1 50. The quotations on 
native have been shaded, one lot of 20 cases 
having been sold at $1 30 and another of 3 
cases at the same price. The demand is 
fair and stocks, though ample, are well 
controlled. 

Clove continues dull and weak and we 
hear that $2 15 has been shaded on a very 
small order. $2 121¢@2 20 is now quoted, 
but the demand has been very light and 
sales few and small. We hear that 50 lbs 
has been sold at $2 15. 

Cubeb is still quiet and in very small 
jobbing request.

One case is 
reported sold at $1 73. 

Fennel is still dulland no business has 
been done. The range in price is 85c@ 
$225 according to quality, the latter for a 
pure oil. 

Juniper has not sold to any extent and 
even the jobbing demand is smaller than 
usual; $1 10 will still buy a common grade 
of oil, while $220 is asked for strictly 
prime. 

Lavender remains unchanged. A steady 
demand is reported for small jobbing lots 
but no large transactions have taken place. 
Garden is quoted at 60@90c according to 
quality and Chiris flower continues to 
bring $1 75@1 80 as to quantity. 

Lemon continues to sell very slowly aud 
prices are easier, Sanderson's new crop 
oil is now offered at $2 874gc at which fig- 
ure about 10 cases are reported sold, and 
some dealers quote lower figures still, 
and several single cs reported sold at $2 75. 
Other brands are quoted at $2 621¢ and 
upward, The season for the greatest con- 
sumption of the oil is just commencing 
but the demand during the week has been 
rather slack, 

Lemongrass is still weak and dull. It 
uas not been enquired for during the week 
and is still nominally quoted at 80@90c. 

Neroli has been quiet but quotations are 
unchanged and $50@852 is asked according 
te quantity and quality. 

Orange is steady at $285@3 for new 
crop. No movement has taken place; the 
demand 1s light and only for small jobbing 
quantities. 

Origanum continues quiet. It is still 
quoted at 26144@28c, although very little 
business is doing. 

Pennyroyal has been quiet and little 
business has been done. The quotation is 
$1 25, at which figure it is steadily held. 
The extreme dullness of the genoral trade 
has not reduced the price, but the demand 
has been rather slack in conse quence.

PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS. 


Buans, Scaups, &c.—The ‘‘Allg. Hop- 
* fen-Zeit.”” says one of the best but least 
known agents for the cure of burns, 
scalds, &c., is oil of peppermint. Ap- 
plied to the wound with a camel’s hair 
pencil or cloth, it promptly relieves the 
pain, and rapidly cures without leaving 
ascar. It recommends the immersion 
of the burnt part in water before apply- 
ing the oil. It is sometimes advisable 
to dilute the oil one-half with glycerine, 
and when in this form it is said to be an 
excellent application for frozen extremi.- 
ties. 





Thymolin soap is a soap designed es- 
pecially for the antiseptic cleansing of 
physicians’ ibstruments. The soap con- 
tains a sufficient quantity of the disin- 
fectant, and the odor of the thymolin is 
by no means unpleasant. In this day, 
when so much is said respecting the 
transmission of disease by surgical in- 
struments, it will bea satisfaction to 
make use of an agent in cleansing them 
which will at least assist in their disin- 
fection.— Virg. Med. Mon., Deo., 1879, 








Explosive Combinations. 
Tn our last issue we gave an extract 


from the Chem. and Drug Diary con- 
cerning the solubility of some salts. 
This book contains an article on the 
“Art of Dispensing,” from which our 
extract was taken. The article is full of 
useful information to the pharmacist, 
containing in a condensed form an im- 
mense amount of knowledge, which can 
only be acquired after years of careful 
study and constant practice. These 
points on explosive combinations, which 
we teke from the same journal, will be 
found very useful both to beginners and 
men of some chemical experience, as 
some of them are not generally known, 
Indeed, preparations generally consid- 
ered harmless have, under certain cir- 
cumstances, been known to explode or 
ignite, and not a few cases are known 
where such ‘“‘accidents” were followed 
by serious consequences. . 

Kauffer (Liege) says he had to pre- 





pare a pomade containing chloride of 
lime and flower sulphur. The tritura- 
tion of these substances caused a series 
of small detonations, followed by the 
whole bursting into flame. He had 
often prepared tke same pomade before 
without any such result, and he sup. 
poses the chloride must have contained 
some chlorate. The same author men- 
tions that on another ocrasion a stone 
jar was brought to him to be filled with 
turpentine. On pouring it in, the ves- 
sel broke, and a cloud of black smoke 
escaped. There had remained in the 
jar a small quantity of sulphuric acid. 
The addition of nitrate of silver to es— 
sence of bitter almonds, to remove the 
hydrocyanic¢ acid, has been followed by 
ignition. Chloride or iodide of nitro- 
gen is formed by the addition of chlor- 
ine or a chlorids, or iodine or an iodide, 
to ammonia, and this compound is 
liable to violent explosion on coming in 
contact with phosphorus, iodine, arsen- 
ic, olive or cod liver oil, turpentine, etc. 

Tincture of iodine and ammonia are 
often prescribed together, and iodide of 
nitrogen is necessarily produced, The 
rarity of accidents is due to the fact that 
the iodine is not in a condition free from 
water. 

Mr Rice, in ‘New Remedies,” men- 
tions an explosion resulting from the 
preparation ef the following prescrip- 
tion, iodide of nitrogen being evidently 
the cause: 


ROGUES < o0escsssecacars 15 grs. 
Lin. Camph. co., 
Lin. Saponis co, aa..... 60 grs 


A concentrated solution of iodine and 
iodide of potass. was filtered through 
paper. The next day the filter was 
touched to be removed, when the paper 
and funnel broke into atoms with aloud 
explosion. 

Concentrated solutions of permanga- 
nate of potash in alcohol are liable to ex- 
plosion and bichromate of potash in al- 
cohol may ignite the latter; aqua regia 
will also often cause an explosion with 
alcoholates and essences. 

Chlorate of potash mixed dry with 
tannin is dangerous, and an explosion 
has resulted from its mixture with muri- 
ate of morphia. The following pre- 
scription was presented at a.pharmacy 
in New York. It cannot be prepared 
without an explosion: 

Lactis sulpburis.......... 

Antimon. sulpb. aurant... 

Zinci.valerian............ 

Potass. chlo 

Mix 

Tinct. Ferri Perchlor. B. P. dispensed 
with an equal quantity of Acid Nitro- 
hyd. dil., will develope sufficient gas to 
burst the bottle. The P. L. preparation 
is not affected. 

Sulphur Hypochlorite is apt to ex- 
plode if the bottle containing it be 
tapped, and if the stopper be fixed the 
tapping necessary to loosen it is nearly 
sure to cause an explosion. 

The following compounds have at dif- 
ferent times caused more or less serious 
accidents:
